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Adopted and Filed

Pursuant to the authority of Iowa Code sections 488.206, 489.205, and 504.111, the Secretary of State
hereby amends Chapter 40, “Corporations,” Iowa Administrative Code.

Current rule 721—40.9(490) requires that a registered agent filing online provide an e-mail address
for purposes of receiving communications from the Secretary of State. The rule provides that the e-mail
addresses are not public records. The practice of the Secretary of State has been to require all registered
agents to provide an e-mail address. The amendment requires the registered agent of any business
organization that files with the Secretary of State to provide an e-mail address.

This amendment was published under Notice of Intended Action in the Iowa Administrative Bulletin
as ARC 0730C on May 1, 2013. No public comments were received. This amendment is identical to
that published under Notice.

After analysis and review of this rule making, no impact on jobs has been found.
This amendment is intended to implement Iowa Code sections 488.206, 489.205, and 504.111.
This amendment will become effective on July 31, 2013.
The following amendment is adopted.
Amend rule 721—40.9(490), introductory paragraph, as follows:

721—40.9(488,489,490,504) Online filing requirements. The following requirements apply to the
electronic filing of documents and the certification of electronic documents. This rule applies to
documents filed in conjunction with the filing requirements in Iowa Code chapters 488, 489, 490, and
504.
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
